old idea? This was music of the 
simplest and purest, music that any- 
one could understand, re-emerging 
after a long burial, not in New 
York, Boston or Chicago, where 
most innovations in radio programs 
originate, but in Toronto. 

Whether or not they Knew the dif 
ference between a harpsichord and 
a set of virginals, when the series 
began, however, enough people have 
since shown an interest in the pro 
grams to justify a seventh broad 
‘ast and a unique experiment has 
rot well under way. Up to the pres 
nt time, Canada and Canadian 
adio have produced little music 
that has not been done and done 
better somewhere else; now, for al- 
most the first time, Canadian listen 
ers can tune in on a Canadian sta 
tion and hear a program which has 
no rival anywhere 


fhe story of the program called 

“Harpsichords and Strings” is 
crazily interwoven with Naziism, 
the war in Spain, the occupation of 
Austria, two great private schools 
in Toronto, and the musical faith 
of a dozen or so Toronto musicians, 
headed by the conductor of the o1 
chestra, Ettore Mazzoleni. All these 
factors and people had to play their 
respective parts before such a pro 
gram became possible. 

Krom 1600 until towards the end 
of the 18th century, which takes in 
most of our music before Beethoven, 
instrumental works were usually 
scored for a small orchestra includ 
ing a harpsichord, which was treat 
ed like any other instrument, except 
that until about 1750 the part was 
not written out and the player had 
to invent his own accompaniment. 
The degree of success or failure of 
his performance depended on _ his 
genuity, although he was no more 
prominent than any other membet 
of the orchestra When the work 
was a concerto for harpsichord and 
orchestra, a second instrument was 
idded. During the past century, 
however, the harpsichord has prac 
tically vanished, and almost all the 
compositions especially written fo 
it are played on a piano. 

All this has irritated musicians at 
various times and in various coun 
tries, but you can count the num 
ber of first-rate harpsichordists in 
the world on two hands, and until 
Greta Kraus and Arnold Walter a 
rived, Canada could not boast of one. 
The harpsichord is a difficult and 
appallingly expensive’ instrument, 
very hard to obtain at the present 
time; of the two used on the C.B.C 
program, one was brought all the 
way from Vienna by Miss Kraus, 
and the other, which Dr. Walter 
uses, is the gift of Lady Eaton t
